AN EXECUTION IN PARIS. °, 

- Paris, September 8th. 
Thore was a scandalous scone at the ex- 
eoution of Barré and Lobiez ‘yesterday. 
‘Contrary to what asually happens, the date.

hours boforehand, and when tho headamen 
arrived, towards threo in the morning, with 
his assistants: and the cart containing the 
guillotino, he found the Place dela Roquette 
invaded by a noisy mob of 20,000 porsong. 
Tho mounted guards had not yet come, 
‘and it was with some difficulty that a amail 
body-of police kept a space cloar while tho

THE NUMBERS LOST AND SAVED. 

A careful analyels of the numbers taken 
on board and janded, which’ was laid 
before the coronor on the-7th September 
‘by Mr Hughes, solicitor to the company, 
showed that, by the pler-masters’ returns, 
491 persons went on board at Shoorness 
and four left ; that at Gravesend 81 land 
and 79 embarked ; and, that at Roshervilie 
183 more were added, making » total, with 
29 of the crew, of 652, But children under 
six were admitted free, and there were & 
considerable number.of these; and children 
under_twelve were, charged half fare, so 
that two were reckoned as one adult in all 
the returns. The coroner therefore adds 
150 for children, .bringing the total up to 
802, To this reckoning Mr Wrench Towse, 
the general manager of the company, 
replics that the number given at Sheerness 
was distributed: between throo steamers, 
and that his own impression fs that 550 to

RAISING THE WHEOK. 

With ald of the tide. on Sept & abou 
ninety feot of the stem of the Princess Alice 
was placed high and dry upon the shore 
just above Tripcook’s Point, ata apot called 
Margaretness. . 

The fore saloon, where many passengers 
might have been expected to be alseltering 
from the night sir when the. accident 
occurred, was almost cloar of bodies. Five 
only were found, one of these being ao 
tightly jammed in the bannister of the stair 
that the woodwork had to be out away 
before the leg could be extricated. In the 
forecastle, just abaft a water-tight compart- 
ment at the bows, a place that is, ordinarily 
speaking, resatved for the crew, no fewer 
than seventeen bodies were found, tho 
majority huddled together under the table.

A child was found. close- 
pressed in mother’s arms, his toy 
trumpet in one hand en'angled in her hair,

beils were tolling nearly all day.

Rey, A. Anson, 
reotor of Woolwich, who, teading tho pro-, 
sensional nentences, preceded the bodies to 
the graves, of which two hundred wore 
Prepared. Tho coffins, which were cov- 
ered “with black cloth, and severally 
bore a piste giving the number of

great emotion, Before the firat apadefule 
of earth bod been thrown upon the coffins, | 
a member of Mr Anson’s congregation, 
Mins Broughton, of New Cross, went to 
every grave, one by one, and cast into it 
sweet-smelling flowers, heartease, fuchsias, 
and geraniums.

-Deponent ordered his helm, which 
up to this moment had been steady, to bo 
slightly ported, which caused the vessel to 
steer slightly towards the south shore, 
| When the vestels. approached within about 
a quarter of a mila of each other deponent 
ordered the: engines to be stopped, and 
sounded his whistle. The Princess Alice 
was still showing her red and white lights, 
inclining slightly towards the north shore, 
the Bywell Castle slightly inclining towards 
the south shore, The Bywell. Castle had 
otill way on, end when the Princess Alice 
came fo about 800 or 400 yards’. distance 
she showed her red and green lights quite 
two points on the port bow, Deponent 
ordered his helm hard aport, snd put the 
engines full speed -astern, Loud shonts 
wore heard from-tho Princess Alice, and she 
was hailed to port her helm,.
